Mk.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  my  Eighth 
Annual  Beport  for  the  year  1894. 

During  the  year  there  were  registered  596  births,  which 
gives  a birth-rate  of  34*0  births  for  each  1,000  of  the  popula- 
tion, equivalent  to  about  1 birth  in  every  six  families  during 
the  year. 

The  births  comprised  293  males  and  303  females  ; the 
•excess  of  births  over  deaths  is  309.  Eor  the  year  1893  the 
number  of  births  was  570.  Birth-rate  34*5,  excess  of  births 
over  deaths  235;  1892,  561  births  (birth-rate  35),  excess  of 
births  over  deaths  225  ; 1891,  542  births  (birth-rate  35), 

■excess  of  births  over  deaths  200. 
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The  total  number  of  deaths,  including  12  in  the  Work- 
house,  was  287  (150  males  and  137  females),  which  gives  a 
death-rate  of  16'3,  and  equivalent  to  1 death  in  every  13 
families,  a lower  death-rate  than  for  the  past  nine  years.  The 
number  of  deaths  for  1893  was  336,  and  the  same  number  for 
1892,  and  342  for  1891.

MEASLES. 


From  this  disease,  three  deaths  occurred  in  July,  and 
five  in  August. 

Of  these  deaths,  6 were  between  1 and  2 years  of  age,  and 
2 between  4 and  5 years  old ; six  being  males,  and  two  females. 

Whilst  this  disease  was  epidemic  in  many  of  the  surround- 
ing districts,  this  township  suffered  but  slightly. 

SMALL  POX. 

Ten  cases  were  notified,  one  proving  fatal.  The  first  case 
was  in  April,  a navvy — working  at  the  New  Sewage  Works — in 
lodgings,  had  recently  come  from  Salford.  No  other  cases 
occurred  from  this. 

In  June,  3 cases  occurred  at  an  Inn  (mother  and  two 
adult  daughters),  infection  supposed  to  be  from  tramps  visiting 
the  house.  A fifth  case  occurred  at  the  same  time  in  a private 
house  (boy,  10  years),  unable  to  trace  infection,  excepting  the 
father  of  the  boy  was  in  the  habit  of  frequenting  above  Inn. 

Two  cases  (sixth  and  seventhFases),  occurred  in  July,  man 
and  wife  (the  latter  proved  fatal).  Enquiry  showed,  the  man 
had  visited  a house  in  Manchester,  where  a case  of  Small  Pox 
was  at  the  time.  Three  more  cases  were  notified  iu  August, 
one  case  a woman,  the  source  of  infection  unable  to  trace. 
Her  son  (13  years)  then  took  it,  and  the  last  case,  sister-in-law 
of  above  woman,  who  had  been  nursing  her. 

SCARLET  FEVER. 

This  disease  was  more  prevalent  during  1894  than  for 
several  years  past.  Every  month  cases  were  notified,  ranging 
from  2 in  March,  5 in  August,  to  13  in  November,  reaching  a 
total  of  90  for  the  year.  Forty  cases  were  notified  from 
January  to  June,  and  50  from  July  to  December;  37  were 
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under  5 years  of  age,  and  53  over  5.  Only  3 cases  proved  fatal, 
2 in  April,  and  1 in  May ; which  gives  a mortality  of  3'3  per 
cent,  of  the  cases  notified.  For  1893  there  were  40  cases 
notified,  and  the  mortality  was  at  the  rate  of  12-5  for  each  100 
cases  notified.  The  death-rate  for  1 893  from  this  disease,  for 
the  county,  was  0-32  per  1000  of  the  population  ; for  England 
and  Wales,  0*23 ; and  in  33  large  English  towns,  0-29.  In 
Gorton,  for  the  same  year,  it  was  0-30  ; and  for  1894,  0T7. 

The  number  of  cases  notified,  for  1894,  was  equal  to  1 case 
in  every  41  families  ; in  1893,  1 case  in  every  80  families.  In 
1889,  there  were  notified  the  same  number  of  cases  as  1894, 
but  the  cases  during  1894  were  all  of  a much  milder  type. 

DIPHTHERIA 

There  were  4 deaths  from  this  disease,  and  29  cases 
notified;  3 deaths  and  17  cases  occurring  in  St.  James’  Ward, 
and  1 death  and  12  cases  in  Town  Hall  W ard.  The  deaths 
form  about  the  average  number  for  the  past  seven  years,  but 
the  number  of  cases  notified  is  greatly  in  excess.  There  were 
cases  notified  in  ten  months  out  of  the  twelve,  February  and 
July  being  the  exceptions.  On  referring  to  the  table  of  cases 
of  infectious  diseases  notified  each  month,  it  is  noticeable  that 
Diphtheria  has  borne  a relative  proportion  to  the  cases  of 
Scarlet  Fever  notified.  It  is  possible,  therefore,  that  some  of 
the  cases  were  those  of  Scarlatinal  sore  throat — the  supposition 
is  strengthened  by  the  type  of  Scarlet  Fever  throughout  the 
year  being  very  mild,  the  number  of  fatal  cases  being  below 
the  average,  whereas  the  cases  notified  were  greatly  in  excess — 
the  same  remarks  holding  good  for  Diphtheria. 

One  fatal  case  of  this  disease  was  traced  to  the  cradle, 
which  had  been  borrowed  from  a neighbour.  On  further 
enquiry  being  made,  it  was  found  that  a child  suffering  from 
Diphtheria  had  been  nursed  in  the  cradle  some  time  previously. 
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WHOOPING  COUGH 

Caused  8 deaths,  5 being  in  St.  James’  Ward,  and  3 in  Town 
Hall  Ward.  Six  of  them  were  under  5 years  of  age. 

Reference  to  previous  tables  gives: — 1893,  d ; 1892,  10; 
1891,  17;  1890,  7;  1889,  11;  1888,  16. 

TYPHOID 

Was  the  cause  of  5 deaths,  24  cases  having  been  notified  ; 3 of 
the  deaths  occurred  in  St.  James’  Ward,  and  12  cases  notified; 
2 deaths  in  Town  Hall  Ward,  and  12  cases  notified. 

Twelve  cases  were  reported  from  January  to  June,  and  the 
same  number  from  July  to  December  ; No  cases  occurred  in 
June,  July,  and  December.  (No  deaths,  or  cases  reported, 
were  under  5 years  of  age. 

The  previous  table  shows  the  number  of  cases  reported 
in  1893,  35;  1892,21;  1891,23;  1890,  20;  1889,21;  1888,11. 

The  number  of  cases  reported  for  1894,  indicate  about  4 
cases  out  of  every  600  families  in  the  district. 

DIARRHOEA. 

This  disease  was  remarkable  during  1894  for  its  absence  I 
only  one  death  (2  years  old)  having  taken  place.  In  past  years 
the  deaths  numbered:  1893,  33;  1892,  14;  1891,  14;  1890, 
23  ; 1889,  22  ; 1888,  12. 

The  exceptionally  cold  and  wet  summer,  which  was  pro- 
longed far  into  the  autumn,  is  a sufficient  explanation  from  the 
experience  of  past  years,  to  account  for  the  low  mortality  of 
this  disease. 
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CONSUMPTION. 

The  deaths  numbered  23,  H occurring  in  St.  James’  Ward, 
13  in  Town  Hall  Ward,  and  2 in  the  Workhouse.  14  of  the 
deaths  occurred  from  January  to  June,  and  9 from  July  to 
December. 

Compared  with  past  years  the  numbers  are  : 1894,  23 ; 
1893,  21;  1892,  35;  1891,  20;  1890,  21;  1889,  17;  1888,  17. 
The  Death  Rate  from  this  disease  equals  1*3,  equivalent  to 
about  4 deaths  in  every  600  families  in  the  district.  This  rate 
is  equal  to  the  death  rate  for  the  Country,  from  this  disease,  for 
1893  and  1892. 

CHEST  DISEASES. 

(Embracing  Bronchitis  and  Inflammation  of  the  Lungs), 
caused  68  deaths;  of  these  33  occurred  in  St.  James’  Ward, 
32  in  Town  Hall  Ward,  and  3 in  the  Workhouse. 

Of  the  68  deaths  33  were  from  January  to  June,  and  35 
from  July  to  December.  Of  the  68  deaths  36  were  under 
5 years  of  age,  7 between  5 and  50,  and  25  over  50. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  Chest  diseases  for  the  year  is 
about  equal  to  one  death  in  every  50  families.  Compared  with 
past  years  the  numbers  are: — 1894,  68;  1893,  69;  1892,  59; 
1891,116;  1890,94;  1889,63;  1888,54. 

INFLUENZA. 

There  were  six  deaths  registered  from  this  disease,  during 
March,  April,  and  May.  Fresh  outbreaks  occurred  occasionally 
during  the  year,  but  the  type  of  the  disease  was  much  milder, 
and  the  duration  of  the  outbreaks  much  shorter. 

PUERPERAL  FEVER. 

Two  cases  were  notified  in  January,  1894,  but  no  deaths 
occurred  from  the  disease. 
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The  Urban  District  of  Gorton  embraces  1,133  acres,  and  I 
the  population  estimated  to  be  17,527  at  the  middle  of  June,  , 
1894.  The  average  number  of  persons  to  the  acre  for  the* 
whole  of  the  township  is  nearly  16 ; for  the  Local  Board  I 
Districts  of  Lancashire  the  average  number  is  4.  If  we  take  * 
some  of  the  streets,  in  fact  many  of  the  streets,  in  this  town-  - 
ship,  the  density  of  the  population  is  250  persons,  or  more,  to  » 
the  acre. 

The  Birth-rate  for  the  year  is  slightly  less  than  for  several  1 
previous  years,  but  the  excess  of  births  over  deaths  is  much  i 
higher  than  any  previous  year.  The  Birth-rate  for  1894  was  ? 
34-0,  and  for  1893,  34*5.  The  Birth-rate  for  the  County  fort 
1893  was  31-0,  tlie  Urban  rate  being  31’3,  and  the  Rural  29-0. 

In  England  and  Wales  the  Birth-rate  for  1893  was  30‘8, , 
and  in  33  large  English  towns  32’0. 

The  Death-rate  for  1894  is  exceptionally  low,  being  16*3, , 
the  average  for  the"  past  nine  years  being  20*8.  For  1893  it ; 
was  20*3  ; the  Death-rate  for  the  Administrative  County  of  f 
Lancaster,  with  a population  of  1,828,468,  was  ]9*97  ; for  the' 
Rural  Districts  17*94  ; for  the  Urban  Districts  20*37.  For  33  5 
large  English  towns  21*5;  for  England  and  Wales  19*2  ;* 
Urban  Districts  (England  and  Wales)  20*1;  Rural  (England  1 
and  ^Vales)  17*3.  If,  instead  of  a Death-rate  of  16*3  for  last, 
year,  the  Death-rate  for  Gorton  had  been  20*0,  which,  even 
then,  would  have  been  less  than  the  average  for  the  past  nine 
years,  the  number  of  deaths  would  have  been  350  instead  I 
of  287. 

On  examining  the  table  of  the  causes  of  death,  it  will  be ' 
seen  that  the  difference  is  caused  by  fewer  deaths  from 
Diarrhma  and  general  causes. 


The  number  of  deaths  from  the  notified  Infectious  Diseases 
is  14,  which  gives  a death  rate  of  0*8  per  1000,  and  from  other 
Infectious  Diseases  (Measles,  Whooping  Cough),  16  deaths, 
equalling  a death-rate  of  0*9,  or  a total  of  30  deaths,  giving  a 
Zymotic  death-rate  of  1*7.  If  the  one  death  from  Diarrhma 
also  be  included,  the  Zymotic  death-rate  is  1*77  for  1894, 
In  1893,  the  number  of  deaths  from  the  notified  Infectious 
Diseases  was  18,  and  other  Infectious  Diseases,  11  ; total,  29  ; 
Diarrhoea,  33.  Total  Zymotic  death-rate  for  1893,  3*4.  The 
average  rate  of  the  past  six  years  is  3*8. 

The  Zymotic  death-rate  from  the  seven  principal  Zymotic 
diseases  (Small  Pox,  Measles,  Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria, 
Whooping  Cough,  Fever,  and  Diarrha'a)  for  England  and 
Wales  in  1893,  was  2*47  ; for  the  county,  2*b5  ; the  Urban 
Sanitary  districts,  3*02  ; Rural  Sanitary  districts,  2*02 ; 
Gorton,  1893,  3*44  (^1894,  1-77).  Only  2 deaths  occurred  from 
any  of  the  notified  infectious  Diseases,  from  June  to  December 
of  1894. 

The  population  of  St.  James’ Ward  estimated  to  June,  1894, 
was  9,856  ; the  number  of  deaths,  153  ; and  death-rate,  15*5. 
In  1893,  the  number  of  deaths  was  146,  and  the  death-rate  14*5. 
From  the  seven  principal  Zymotic  Diseases  there  were  15 
deaths,  and  a Zymotic  death-rate  of  1*5.  In  1893,  the 
Zymotic  death-rate  was  1*6. 

In  Town  Hall  Ward,  the  population  was  estimated  at 
7,671  ; the  number  of  deaths,  122  ; and  the  death-rate,  15*8. 
In  1893,  the  number  of  deaths  was  177  ; and  1892,  1J9.  The 
death-rate  for  Town  Hall  Ward  for  1893,  was  27*4  ; 1892,  23*7. 
The  lower  death-rate  results  from  fewer  deaths  from  Zymotic 
Diseases,  no  deaths  from  Diarrhoea,  (21  deaths  in  1893),  and 
26  fewer  deaths  from  general  diseases.  The  Zymotic  death-rate, 
from  the  seven  principal  Zymotic  Diseases  for  1894,  is  1*9; 
for  1893,  it  was  6*2.

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The  Infantile  Mortality  equalled  124  children  dying  under 
12  months  of  age  out  of  every  1,000  born  during  1894  : 187  in 
1893  ; 167  in  1892  ; and  166  in  1891. 

The  percentage  of  deaths  under  one  year  of  age  to  the 
total  deaths  : — St.  James’  Ward,  27  ; Town  Hall  Ward,  24  ; 
Township,  26. 

The  percentage  of  deaths  under  5 years  of  age  to  the  total 
deaths  : — St.  James’  Ward,  42  ; Town  Hall  Ward,  45  ; Town- 
ship, 46. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  in  1893  : — England  and  Wales  was 
159 ; for  33  large  English  towns,  181  ; for  the  county  of 
Lancaster,  177 ; the  Urban  districts  of  Lancaster,  183  ; the 
Eural  districts,  145  ; Gorton,  187. 

The  number  of  cases  of  infectious  diseases  notified  was  177 
during  the  year,  which  is  greater  than  for  any  previous  year, 
the  excess  being  due  to  Scarlet  Fever  and  Diphtheria. 

The  number  of  cases  gives  an  average  of  1 infectious  case 
in  every  20  families  for  the  year.  The  year  before  it  averaged 
one  case  in  about  every  30  families. 

The  number  of  cases  occurring  in  St.  James’  Ward  was 
100,  as  compared  with  43  for  the  previous  year ; and  77  in 
Town  Hall  Ward,  there  being  59  the  year  before. 

Although  the  number  of  cases  notified  is  much  greater  than 
in  former  years,  the  actual  number  of  deaths  from  infectious 
diseases  is  below  the  average  for  the  past  six  years,  and  the 
Zymotic  death-rate  lower  than  any  previous  year. 

From  January  to  June  there  were  78  cases  reported,  and 
99  from  July  to  December.

Table  of  Cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  occurring  in  each  of  the  Wards. 
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Every  case  of  infectious  disease  is  carefully  disinfected  at 
the  termination  of  the  sickness  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  and 
if  there  are  any  children  in  the  family,  their  attendance  at 
school  is  temporarily  suspended,  till  the  house  is  notified  free 
from  infection.  The'milk  supply  is  also  carefully  noted  in  every 
case  of  infectious  disease. 

All  the  cases  of  Small  Pox  were  removed  to  the  Small  Pox 
Hospital,  the  rooms  stripped,  disinfected,  and  the  inmates  re- 
vaccinated, and  every  precaution  taken  to  prevent  the  spread 
of  the  disease. 

Complaints  received  concerning  nuisance  arising  from  the 
proximity  of  certain  Brick-kilns  to  dwelling  houses,  they  were 
inspected,  and  their  removal  to  spare  ground,  further  away 
suggested  to  owner,  which  was  carried  out  at  their  next 
operation.  In  July  3 houses  in  Hamlet  Street  were  closed  as 
unfit  for  habitation,  and  notices  issued  for  others  to  be  put  in 
proper  sanitary  condition.  To  the  Highways  Committee  was 
suggested  the  advisability  of  adding  to  its  building  regulations 
certain  rules  respecting  free  ventilation  under  floors  of  houses  - 
whether  wooden  or  cement. 

In  November  an  outbreak  of  toxic  symptoms  occurred  in 
a suburb  of  Manchester  in  several  families,  the  milk  supply 
being  traced  to  a farm  in  Gorton.  In  company  with  the 
Medical  Oflicer  of  health  of  Manchester,  and  Veterinary 
Surgeon,  and  the  Sanitary  Inspector  of  this  district,  the  farm 
was  visited  and  the  animals  examined.  Nothing  was  found  to 
account  for  the  outbreak.  Subsequent  investigations  seemed 
to  give  a clue,  in  that  a cow  had  been  removed  from  the  farm 
in  an  unsound  state  of  health  a few  days  previously,  the  milk 
from  which  had  been  mixed  and  sold  with  milk  from  the  other 


cows.

The  increase  in  the  cost  of  the  Department  over  last  year, 
is  in  the  Hospital  Charges  and  Wages,  a greater  number  of 
patients  having  been  sent  to  Hospital,  and  the  extra  man  which 
has  been  engaged  for  the  cleansing  of  the  passages,  accounts 
for  the  increase  as  shown  in  the  above  account.

During  the  year  179  cases  of  infectious  diseases  were^ 
reported  by[the  Medical  Practitioners  in  the  distrct,  as  comparedl 
with  last  year  there  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  off 
Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria,  and  Small  Pox. 

The  ten  cases  of  Small  Pox  reported  were  all  removed  to) 
Monsall  Hospital,  but  only  6 houses  were  infected  as  threes 
cases  occurred  in  one  house,  two  each  in  two  houses,  and  ones 
in  three  houses.  All  the  houses  were  thoroughly  disinfected.. 
Ten  cases  of  Diarrhoea  were  reported.  This  is  the  first  year  ini 
which  we  have  had  Diarrhoea  notified  and  the  notification  wass 
only  for  three  months,  ending  September  30th.

There  are  5 Kegistered  Slaughter-houses  in  the  district. 
I have  kept  the  premises  under  my  inspection,  along  with  the 
Pig-styes,  &c.,  which  are  in  the  district. 

During  the  year  four  summonses  were  taken  out  against 
property  owners,  &c.,  for  not  complying  with  the  notices  which 
had  been  issued  against  them.  Two  were  for  sanitary  defects 
on  pioperty,  one  for  emitting  black  smoke  from  a work’s 
chimney,  and  one  for  keeping  fowls  in  the  house.  In  all  the 
cases  an  order  was  obtained  to  compel  the  defendants  to  com- 
ply with  the  notices. 

During  the  year  1214  houses  have  been  inspected  and  316 
notices  have  been  issued  against  the  owners  or  tenants  for 
various  sanitary  defects  or  nuisances  found  in  the  course  of 
my  inspections.

SCHOOL  ATTENDANCE  COMMITTEE, 

OF  THE 

GORTON  URBAN  DISTRICT  COUNCIL 


IMr.  Chairman,  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  my 
Seventeenth  Annual  Keport  of  Work  of  the  School 
Attendance  Committee,  for  the  j^ear  ending  December 
31st,  1894. 

During  the  year,  weekly  returns  of  absentees  have 
been  obtained  from  the  various  schools,  from  which  has 
been  selected  the  names  of  those  children  whose  attend- 
ance at  school  was  not  satisfactory.  Visits  have  been 
made  to  the  homes  of  6,368  children,  the  reason  of 
absence  obtained,  and  reported  to  the  head  teacher  of 
the  various  schools. 

After  repeated  warning,  it  was  necessary  to  give 
notice  to  104  parents  respecting  127  children,  to  appear 
before  the  committee.  Each  was  carefully  investigated, 
and  disposed  of  as  follows  : — 82  were  adjourned,  the 
parents  promised  that  in  future  their  children  should 
attend  school  more  regular  ; ] 1 parents  were  ordered  to 
be  summoned  before  the  magistrates ; 6 ordered  to 
produce  doctors’  certificate  of  child’s  health  ; 4 children 
ordered  to  be  sent  to  Truants’  School,  and  1 boy  to  be 
sent  to  Training  Ship,  the  latter  case  has  been  taken  in 
hand  by  the  Manchester  Authorities  and  disposed  of,  the 
parents  of  the  child  removed  into  Openshaw  before  we 
could  put  the  law  into  operation.

I have  reported  to  you  20  cases  respecting  32 
children,  adjourned  from  previous  Committee  Meetings. 
You  ordered  14  parents  to  be  summoned  before  the 
Magistrates,  1 child  to  be  sent  to  Truants’  School,  and 
5 children  out  on  license,  to  have  their  license  revoked 
and  sent  back  to  Truants’  School. 

Eighty-five  full  time,  and  twenty  half-time  labour 
certificates  have  been  granted  to  children  seeking  employ- 
ment. 

Warning  nofice  has  been  given  to  6 persons  who 
were  found  employing  children  contrary  to  our  Bye-Laws 
and  Education  Act. 

Summonses  have  been  taken  out  against  53  parents. 
The  magistrates  disposed  of  them  as  follows : — 38  penalties 
indicted,  G attendance  orders  made,  3 boys  sent  to 
Truants’  School,  4 withdrawn  after  adjournment,  and  2 
stands  for  further  hearing. 

Instructions  were  given  to  get  5 children  committed 
to  Truants’  Schools.  Of  this  number,  4 has  been  sent 
away  under  the  11th  and  1 2th  section  of  the  Elementary 
Education  Act,  187G,  and  1 is  at  present  attending 
school  satisfactorily. 

Show-cause  summonses  have  been  taken  out  against 
7 parents,  for  non-payment  of  fines  ; orders  to  pay  were 
made  in  each  case. 

One  committment  has  been  taken  out  against  a parent 
who  refused  to  pay  penalty  and  cost  of  Show-cause  ; all 
costs  have  since  been  paid.
